PRIVATE CAR DISCS 
THE LION’S SHARE 


LERGYMEN and others got 
the lion’s share of 6,841 discs 
issued to private car owners during 
May. Others are State and 
local authorities and certain public 
utility undertakings; they claimed 
2,580 of the total. Clergymen got 
2,595, and 1,536 were issued to 
medical doctors. Only 193 veterinary 
surgeons were allowéd to use their 
cars, and all but 137 midwives were 
forced to face emergency calls on 
foot, “bike, or horse. 

These figures were announced by Mr. 
Sean Lemass, Minister for Supplies, in 
reply to a barrage of questions by Dr. 
1. F. O' Higgins (F.G., Leix-Offaly) 
on various aspects of the private 
motoring ban in the Dail yesterday.

While a limited number of income 
tax collectors had been given discs for 
essential official duties, he had been 
unable to permit the use of private 
cars by rate collectors, he said. in 
answer to another question by the 
same deputy. 

When Dr. O'Higgins challenged him 
to reconcile his statement that in 
normal times this country consumed 
44,000,000 gallons of petrol in the year 
with the figures of petrol imports for 
each of the years 1932 to 1938, the 
Minister rephed that for the twelve 
months ended on September 30, 1939, 
44.736.950 gallons had been imported, 
and 444.886 gallons of this had been 
re-exported. To this net total of 
44. 292,064 gallons could be added 
approximately 2,000,000 gallons of 
spirit produced in the Haulbowline 
refineries and 787,000 gallons produced 
in the Industrial Alcohol Factories’ in 
the same year. During 1941 17,814,232 
gallons of motor spirit were imported.

If he felt that the prospects of 
future imports of wheat were sufficiently

ERLIN, Thursday. — A special

According. to the announcement, the 
convey was picked out by reconnais- 
sance aircraft’ and had been the target 
of .‘‘ devastating’ blows by air for- 
mations commanded by Col.-Gen. 
Stumpf: Planes have been operating 
in conjunction with naval forces. By 
Monday evening the Luftwaffe, flying 
hundreds of miles, had sunk a merchant 
ship of 8,000 tons and damaged five 
other ships by direct hits, it is said. 
A merchant ship of 8,000 tons was 
destroyed the next day, and three 
other heayily-laden freighters were 
fired. 

On Wednesday, the announcement 
goes on, a particularly heavy blow 
was infli on the convoy, con- 
stantly ‘pursued by U-boats, despite 
heavy defence put up by escort forces. 
Bombers sank 11 ships, totalling 
72,000 tons, and badly hit two other 
ships and a ~ destroyer. Sixteen 
vessels were also damaged by bombs. 
Out of this convoy, destined for the 
Roviet Union, 13 ships, totalling some 
$8,000 tons, have been sunk by the 
Luftwaffe. The remainder of the convoy 
is attempting to escape to safety in 
northern waters still free from ice. 
The pursuit is being continued.’’— 
(Reuter. ) 

Another German communiqué of 
yesterday’s date claims that off the 
south coast of Great Britain light air- 
craft sank a patrol boat, and that 
German submarines had -sunk, off the 
east coast of North America, in the 
Caribbean Sea, and off the ‘Mississippi, 
eight ships, aggregating 26,500 tons, 
and severely damaged four others. 


U.S. SUBMARINE’S TOLL

FRONT LINE LAY-OUT 

CAIRO, Thursday.—RKalph Walling, 
Reuter’s Special Correspondent, says: 
I learn that British air losses have 
been small. The Germans, so far, have 
not given their ground forces very 
much air support, though Stukas were 
active on the first day. 

If the location and initial clash of 
the big armoured struggle is causing 
General Ritchie no disquiet, it is reason- 
uble to assume that General Nehring 
struck where he was expected to strike.

R. A. F. CLAIMS 


Some hours before the Axis attack 
began in Libya, Royal Air Force 
fighters, operating from their forward 
bases, were reconnoitring the Germans’ 
final preparations and _ strafing his 
columns and motor transport con- 
centrations, states the Air Ministry 
News Service. When the Axis attack 
was launched ‘fighters escorted 
Boston bombers on attacks on trans- 
port. Earlier patrols and strafing 
were carried out, mainly by American- 
built Kittyhawks. They kept up an 
all-day offensive—a continuous attack 
on the columns of supply vehicles 
that followed the advancing Axis 
armoured cars and tanks along the 
southern flank of the Allied lines. 
These Kittyhawk pilots alone destroyed 
or seriously damaged more than sixty- 
five vehicles. Fighters also escorted 
Boston bombers on a raid in which a 
concentration of some seven hundred 
Axis motor transport vehicles was at- 
tacked. Great havoc was caused. All 
the bombs feil plumb on the target, 
and scores of vehicles were destroyed. 
Four large fires were left burning 
among the concentration. All he Bos- 
tons returned. Royal Air For: losses 
throughout Wednesday—the first day 
of the advance—totalled five, some of 
the pilots of which may yet turn up.” 


GERMAN COMMENT 


Neither Rome nor Berlin has só far 
refe red to the Libyan land battle, says 
Reuter. The latest statement by the 
German News Agency says that only 
yesterday German dive bombers 
attacked British concentrations of 
vehicles in Western Marmarica and 
desert positions. A number of motor 
lorries were set ablaze by direct hits, 
and an anti-aircraft ttery was 
silenced. Considerable damage was 
done to tent encampments. On the 
same day German light bomber aircraft 
made dive attacks on British desert 
air bases, damaging grounded air-

The 
prophecy formed part of his most 
melancholy speech, and we. have no 
doubt that it exercised a salutary 
effect upon consumption. Since then 
certain things have happened: in 
particular, a useful quantity of 
wheat has been imported, contrary 
to all expectations, and the result is 
that the country need not go 
without bread. until roughly a 
month later—to wit, the end of 
July. This is the burden of Mr. 
Lemass's ‘most cheerful and con- 
solatory pronouncement for many 
months past. He has done right 
to make it, as he did right to 
make his lugubrious statements 
on previous occasions. Democracy 
in particular, Irish democracy 
demands that the people shall know 
the truth. If they do not know the 
truth, they are liable either to 
magnify or to minimise such rumours 
as reach their ears; and either 
course is equally dangerous to the 
State’s moral and security. Patriotic 
citizens have accustomed themselves, 
as a result of the Minister’s previous 
warnings, to reduce their consump- 
tion of bread. They will not increase 
it as a result of his reckoning—we 
cannot venture to speak of his 
assurance—that there is. sufficient 
wheat to keep the country going for 
a further month. They will realise 
not that a month has been granted 
for indulgence, but that a further 
month has been interposed before 
the day of hunger, and, possibly, 
of starvation ; and they will not eat 
an additional slice of bread in the 
day as a consequence of the 
. Minister’s cheerful words. 

It is only during the present month 
that the people of the twenty-six 
counties—in especial, of Dublin— 
have begun to feel the pinch of war 
conditions. The phrase, perhaps, 
ought to be qualified. There were 
many citizens of Dublin who knew, 
throughout the winter what it meant 
to go without fuel for the cooking of 
proper meals; there have been many 
who have learned recently the dis- 
comfort of queuing for bread— 
an experience which is not less real 
because Ministers deny the necessity 
for it; but it is only since the 
intensive rationing of gas and 
electricity began that the com- 
paratively well-to-do have been forced 
to realise that „ thete is a war on.” 
The lesson may prove to be a useful 
one. Neither rich nor poor—the 
rich, in fact, even less conveniently 
than the poor—can evade the new 
fuel regulations; and the knowledge 
has brought home the realisation 
that this country’s back is against 
the wall. For years past, in spite 
of Fianna Fail’s doctrine of self- 
sufficiency, we have been dependent 
not only for luxuries, but for dozens 
of unrecognised necessities, upon 
-imported supplies. These supplies 
have been cut off, and the country 
is confronted now with the necessity 
to make do with its own native 
resources, which, as it happens, are 
sadly insufficient for the purpose. 
Our need, in the circumstances, is 
twofold. More must be saved, and 
more must be produced; and of these 
tasks, the former is the easier. We 
Irish have a utation for waste- 
fulness. It is Ret ál that must 
be lived down, There are a hundred 
simple means by which food can be 
saved and fuel can be saved. They 
are not known to the generality of 
housewives, but they can be taught 
—by the Radio, by the Press, by 
all the resources of propaganda that 
a quick-witted Government, if it 
wishes, can devise. It is not so easy 
to increase the national production. 
Much has been done in this 
direction, but much remains to be 
done. A substantial crop of wheat, | ac 
of other cereals, of root crops, has 
been grown ; but it is nothing to the 
crop that could be grown if the

Potatoes for Cattle

The necessity under war-time con- 
ditions of reserving grain for human 
copsumption has — G the possibility 
of substitutin ug, Pant potatoes for the 
grain norm used in winter rations 
for cattle. In an experiment, the 
results of which were announced to- 
day, raw potatoes sliced and dried in 
a sugar beet. factory were used as a 
substitute for cereals and cereal pro- 
ducts—oats, maize and bran—in the 
dairy ration.

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|Symbolic Railings 


Workmen were to-day removing the 
railings which for more than ninety 
years have stood around Kennington 
Park; South. London, as a direct 
challenge to free speech. The reason 
is that Kennington Park is really 
common land, and should not be en- 
closed. A big Chartist meeting held 
on the common in 1850 led the authori- 
ties to prevent any further meeting of 
this kind bei eld within walking 
distance of the House of Commons. A 
special Act was accordingly passed 
which gave powers for railing the 
common. The Prince Consort con 
tributed the first £500 and the rest 
was subscribed by the people of Lon- 
don. Every night since then the park 
has been closed at the ordinary 
shutting hours, but a right-of-way 
through has been maintained at night. 


Fewer Cosmetics 


Reports to-day were that the range 
of cosmetics is to be further limited, 
and that prices will be strictly con- 
trolled. iscussions of a scheme on 
utility lines are being completed 
by business interests and the Board of 
Trade, and an announcement is ex- 
pected next week.
